Arsenic iDjIVall Paper. 


Some years ago I read a strange and 


liiohly-wronght story. It told of a man 
who went to take possession of some 
property in England which had just 
been bequeathed to him. He was not 
verv graciously received by the peop'e 
in charge, and living there fora time he 
finally became ill, and without any ap- 
parent canse drooped, and grew wor-e 
and worse. 


If I remember rightly he escaped with 


his life, but the discovery was made by 
his physician that the green with which 
his room was furnished was in part 
arsenic green, and that he w.is slowly 
and surely being poisoned. 
Whether it 


was by intent or by accident was not 
proved, but the case looked rather dark 
for the people iu possession, who had a 
snug berth in the houw so long us there 
was"no master living in it. At any rate, 
the story, which was evidently told by 
way of caution to all householders, made 
much more impression than a mere 
statement that it is dangerous to use 
arsenic colon, in furnishing a room.

1 
told them mv suspicions about the pa- 
per, tor without the fatal " arsenic 
green," the peculiar hue of Paris green, 
"l knew still that there were other tints 
and hues that also betrayed arsenic. 
They moved across the hall into another 
loom, and I took a piece ot the paper lo 
be analyzed. 


It was full of arsenic, and as soon as 


thi'v were removed from its baleful in- 
fluence the,\ began to lecover. TuU is 
the most marked case, though I could 
tell of others: and this i« the moral:
